Poultry Pointers. 


Most farmers keep too many roosters 
In proportion to the bens. This is a 
prime couse of infertility in eggs. An | 
overfertilized egy is often yolkless | 
tind is always infertile. One cock to 
ten to tifteen hens is sufficient. 

The main factor in securing success | 
with poultry in woiter Hes in the ben- | 
house being perfectly dry and warm 
with sufficient 
Beware of providing too much venti- 
lution, for in winter that meana frozen | 
combs, colds and kindred evils, 

Poorly dressed poultry goes begging 
in the market, while the supply of 
choice (fancy) stock is not sufficient to 
meet the demand, 

A box of granulated charcoal should 
be kept in the poultry house. 

If fowls or chicks have access to 
charcoal they will never be troubled 
with intestinal worms, 

High grade manure will be wanted 
next spring for garden work, and it 
will pay to collect and care for the 
poultry droppings, 

In breeding ducks new drakes apould 
be Introduced into the flock each year, 
New blood should be introduced every 
time any of the young birds are used, 

Every poultryman should lay in a 
supply of alfalfa or clover for hia 
fowls during the winter months, Green 
food in as essentiais as grain far the 
egg layers.

That Hezekiah, who was such a good 
king, should have had such a bad fa- 
ther as Ahaz and such a bad son as 
Manasseh is one of the—to us—seem- 
ingly strange things. In the case of 
David's sons and Eli’s sons the trouble 
seems to have been lack of home disci. 
pline, for it is written of the former 
concerning one of his sons that his fa- 
ther never displeased him and never 
said to him as much as “Why hast 
thou done this?’

ing idol altars even in the house of 


the Lord, using witheraft, dealing 
with familiar spirits, ete. It was a 
foreshadowing of the still greater 


wickedness which led to the captivity 
of Judah when they mocked the mes- 
sengers of God. despised His words 
and misused His prophets till there 
War ne yo medy, - 55 
Although God is so long suffering, 
there is sometimes a limit, and the 
time came when God allowed Manas- 
seh to be taken prisoner, bound in 
chains and carried to Babylon (verse 
WW). Tt was a grand thing for him to 
be thus afflicted, for in prison he be- 
came truly penitent and humble and 
praved earnest'y to God, and the Lord 
heard him and saved him and brought 
him again to Jerusalem into his king- 
dom (verse 12, 18). The Lord is not 
willing that any should perish, and 
He does everything to prevent people 


from going down to the pit (Job 
NNXiii, 20, 90). Even the judgments 
of the ehureh shall have been remov- 
ed, will have as their obiect the re- 
rentanes of the ungodly (Rev, ix, 20, 
21: xvi, 9). Who can tell how mueh 


his mother's prayers hed to do with 
Vis turning to God? Her name was 
Hephzibah, and she seems to have 
been a godly woman, Hf she was on 
eorth when he was eorried to Babylon 
she might have said, Jacob did, 
"All these things are against me.’ but 
in her ease, as in his, Rem, vili, 28, 
was true 

After he turned to the Lord and was 
restored to lias kingdom he seems to 
have done what he eould te undo the 
evil be bad done before by removing 
the altars and the stranee gods, by 
repairing the altar of the Lord and of- 
fering sacrifice thereon and by com. 
manding Judah to serve the Lord God 
of Israel (verses 14-16), but there was 
no lasting result in the kingdom from

walked in the wieked ways of his fa- 
ther (verses B1-B8) It) seems more 
ensy to lead people vway from God 
than to lead them to Him, to do evil 
than to undo it, but there is nothing 
too hard or wonderful for the Lord, 
The salvation of the thief on. the 


eross, Saulef Tarsus and the jailer at 
Philippi are notable Bible ilustations 
of the graee of God. Our lesson chap- 


ter refers te the prayer of Manasseh 
amd the words of the Lord’s servants 
to him. but we have no reeord of 
them In the Apocrypha just preced- 
ne the first book of Maccabees there 
is mn portion entitled "The prayer of 
Manasseh when he was holden cap- 
tive in Babylon,’ in which he con- 
fesses, oimong other things, that he 
had sinned above the number of the 


sands of the sea, and he says that if 
God will save him he will praise Him 
forever all the days of his life. But 
even if this be a correet record, whieh 
is doubted, it is neither his prayer nor 
his promises that we shou'd consider, 
but the great merey of God toward 
one who had been so great a sinner, 

All merey to all sinners ean only be 
hecause of the great sufferings of Him 
of whom we read in last week's les- 
son who was set apart before the 
foundation of the world, the Lamb 
slain for the salvation of the world 
(I Pet. 1, 20; Rev. xiii, 8). His was 
the only sacrifice that could take away 
sin, foreshadowed in Gen, iii, 21, and 
in all true sacrifices ordained of God 
and fultitled on Golgotha (Acts iv, 12),
